PARIS, Feb. 19.—Suggestion that

Whether these accused 
persons would be tried by an Allied 
court would depend on the reply 
made by Germany to the recent Al- 
lied note, the Premier added. 
PAN-GERMANS REJECT. 

(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BERLIN, Wednesday, Feb. 138.— 
Examination of the official text of 
the last Allied note sent to the Ger- 
man government relative to the trial 
of men accused of war crimes shows 
that a significant passage was 
omitted from the Paris version pub- 
lished here on Tuesday afternoon. 
This passage refers to a stipulation 
by the Entente that the previous 
verdicts at the trials of German war 
offenders must be annulled, and that 
they be remanded for new trials.

Lack of Brawley, chairman of the 
commission and L. J. Thomas of Im- 
perial, the third member. It is un- 
derstood he will ask for damages in 
the sum of §59,000 from each paper. 

The suits are the outgrowth of a 
fight demanding the resignations of 
the commissioners on the grounds 
of inefficiency and alleged suspieious 
acts. Several civic organizations in 
the valley have joined in the de- 
mand for the resignations, while sev- 
eral organizations have indorsed or 
partially indorsed the men under 
fire, notably the Brawley Chamber 
of Commerce. The Calexico Cham- 
ber of Comerce indorsed the com- 
mission with recommendations that 
new and different methods of call 
ing for bids be instituted. 

The news tnat Mr. Abbott in- 
tends to sue the El Centro papers 
for libel caused no surprise here 
as he is understood to have threat- 
ened to do #0 several days ago.

ECOND STREET TUNNEL LN SIGUT. 
Out of the courts and into the hillside 
is the latest projection of the Second-street 
tunnel. For ten years a few people with 
visions so short that they have to wear dou- 
ble glasses have been fighting behind a 
legal barricade to block the construction of 
a new artery leading from the business sec- 
tion into the residential districts of the 
western part of the city. These reactiona- 
rieg are perhaps opposed to the increase in 
property values because it raises rents; 
they possibly object to 9 new thoroughfare 
leading to the shopping district because it 
will bring so many people downtown; they 
decry aught that tends to add to the wealth 
and population of the city because it de- 
creases their proportionate sphere of influ- 
ence. They were fighting their own good 
fortune. At any rate, this group of “bitter- 
enders” protested and quibbled and man- 
damused until the Supreme Court of the 
State rose in its wrath and iss a man- 
date directing the contractor to’ proceed 
forthwith in the construction of the tunnel. 

By virtue of that mandate the legal op- 
position is ended. Contractor Hayes has 
announced that he is ready to proceed at 
once to carry out the court order; and the 
people are now waiting to see the dirt fly. 

Before the Third-street tunnel was com- 
pleted the city traffic had outgrown it. The 
advent of the automobMe bwught new com- 
plications in street traffic; and the popula- 
tion of the city grew so rapidly that we 
now have the phenomenon of a city of 
three-quarters of a million population su- 
perimposed on a business district laid out 
for a municipality of not more than fifty 
thousand. Dig fast, Mr. Contractor! The 
present overcrowding in the business dis- 
trict is stifling. 

Ten years ago the agitation for the tun- 
nel been: for eight vears it has been need- 
ed to remove the congestion n Broadway; 
yet a few objectors have made use of com- 
plicated legal procedure and blocked the 
will and the rights of the many with ob- 
structions that are now happily removed. 

In the construction this new bore 
through the western hills more than $1,000,- 
000 will be expended; but it will be put 
to t service. A part of the expense 
sed against the property owners in 
the immediate district; but that wil] not 
represent one-fourth of the increase in prop- 
erty values which the improvement will oc- 
casion. Part of the expense is distributed 
Over a vastly wider district; bot the imme- 
diate increase in the cit# tax roll will 
amount to several times the cost of the 
tunnel and the material profits will be im- 
mediately realizable. 

But the greatest benefit by far will come 
from. the lifting of the traffic blockade on 
Broadway. Opening the tunnel is not a pal- 
lative, but a remedy. It will do vastly 
more in the way of reducing congtstion in 
the business and shopping districts than 
all the old-maidish no-parking ordinances 
that State political commissiong can rec- 
ommend and City Councils can pass for the 
inconvenience of citizens and the benefit of 
the street railway. ‘ 

If Los Angeles had been originally planned 
by men of wide vision it would not have 
been planted, like a plaster, againet the 
hills. But the early Spanish and Mexican 
settlers desired nothing more than a bit 
of agricultura] land about the old Plaza 
church. They were much interested in or- 
chard and grazing land and were concemed 
chiefly in keeping the Fringos away. Per- 
haps they would lament now the wreck of 
their happy valley by making a city out 
of it. 

It is the experience of all countries, bow- 
ever, that a city once builded against a 
range of hills never departs therefrom. As 
the city grows the hills must be tunneled, 
leveled, cut away; but the heart of the 
municipality clings to its first lové. The 
experience of Los Angeles has not been 
different from that of scores of other Amer 
ican communities. The bills must be 
pierced in order to provide approaches to 
and from the business district: delaying 
the work only delays the city’s progress. 

No other city in America, however, has 
had greatness thrust upon it quite so rap- 
id. We are growing so fast that improve- 
ments are ou before they are com- 
pleted. There is a First-street problem 
whose sojution will hardly wait for the 
completion of the Second-street bore. 
Broadway has been opened to the south. 
and to the north; but traffic has grown 
faster than the street. The Times doubts 
seriously if even a no-parking ordinance, 
designed by politicians for the benefit of 
the street railway, would be able te check 
the development of the business and shop- 
ping districts sufficiently to enable present 
arteries to carry all the traffic. 

These are problems of tomorrow, how- 
ever, and boring the Second-street tunne! 
ig the immediate question of the day. The 
relief comes late, but. thanks to God and 
the Supreme Court, it is in sight.

| AJOT MURDERS, MERE SLAYINGS. 


Denunciation by The Times of terror- 
istic methods by De Valera men in Ireland 
seems to disgust a writer who signs him- 
self W. M. Dooley. He has kindly written 
to the editor to explain that the “killings 
in Ireland” were not murders, but mere 
slayings and were “not done from behind, 
but in open battle with the police.” He 
says alsd that in many cases the crimes— 
although he doesn’t admit they are crimes— 
have been committed by men who have no 
connection with De Valera or his followers. 
Mr. Dooley may have some special infor- 
mation on the subject which he fails to dis- 
close, but a dispatch from Dublin of recent 
date does not bear out his quaint explana- 
tion of the murders of constables. It states 
that “the more radical element of Sina 
Fein has instituted a remarkable campaign 
of terrorism and intimidation against the 
police force, urging systematic extermina- 
tion by shooting from ambush and attacks 
in force upon police barracks.” It also re- 
cords that since the campaign started ft. 
teen policemen have been killed and as 
many more wounded. Mr. Dooley may, of 
course, be igtorant of the meaning of the 
word ambush; his letter indicates that he 


thinks it is a form of “open battle.” Again, 


he may hug the delusion that the more 
radical element of Sinn Fe has no con- 
nection with De Valera, but on that point 
the Irish ‘‘chieftain” may venture to dis- 
agree with him. Perhaps Mr. Dooley is 
only joking, like his celebrated Chicago 
hamesake. His best bit of humor is the 
assertion that “there is an unparalleled ab- 
sence of serious crime in Ireland.” . The 
proof of his statement is found in the ca- 
blegrams tell of the attempted assasst- 
nations of the Viceroy, the Irish Secretary 
and other officials, of the murder of an of- 
cer in Phoenix Park, of the “slayings” of 
constables and other base deeds which the 
people of America, in their innocence, would 
class as serious crimes, but which to Mr. 
Dooley appear to be solemn evidence that 
the people of Ireland, Sinn Feiners and all, 
are peace-loving and law-abiding. 


FP. NEW PRESIDENT. 
Time alone will deal in the American 
breast the wound that was inflicted when 


Clemenceau, “le tigre,” who led France 
along a more perilous path that which 
she followed in the dark days of her 


revolution, was rejected as President of 
the republic. Perhaps it is true that we 
knew only the best of this remarkable man; 
yet that best was worthy the highest hon- 
ors that any nation could bestow. Dut 
Clemenceau is in Egypt and another great 
Frenchman, Paul Deschanel, is President 
of Frante. 

It ig with the future that we must be 
concerned. What kind of man is Deschanel 
and what is likely to be the policy of the 
French goverament under his administra- 
tion? Judging from his record and from 
the press reports of the first days of his 
administration Americans will soon be will- 
ing to admit that his enmity for Clemen- 
ceau was hig only fault. And that enmity 
is not aiMcule to explain. While Deschanel 
Was in the government several years ago 
and Clementeau was on the benches of the 
opposition a cryptic taynt from the lips of 
“le tigre’ led to a duel which was inconclu- 
sive. Neither forgave; neither forgot. 

To the credit of both it will be remem- 
bered that Clemenceau served as Premier 
while Deschanel was -president of the Sen- 
ate, and there was not the slightest out- 
ward manifestation of jealousy or friction. 
But that was during the war, while the Ger- 
mans were in Noyon. To one who views 
the French statesmen dispassionately it is 
apparent that no man, after Clemenceau, is 
more worthy than Deschanel to fill the po- 
sition of President of the French republic. 

Deschanel adds to a brilliant intellect a 
wide experience, He is known as an or- 
ator, statesman and diplomat. In politics 
he has always been rated as a conservative, 
The only time he ever received the support 
of the radicals was when he opposed Clem- 
enceau for the Presidency; and it was not 
because they loved Deschanel, but by rea- 
son of their embittered hatred for Clemen- 
ceau that they supported him. 

We are apt to get confused ideas in this 
country concerning the importance dt the 
office of President in France. While both 
countries have republican governments, the 
institutions are widely dissimilar. France 
elects its Presidents as the American States 
elected their Senators before the day of 
the direct primaries; and when the Presi- 
dent is elected he has a little less to do 
than the Vice-President of the Wnhited 
States. France had one unpleasant experi- 
ence with its Presidents. That was under 
the second republic. The Constitution at 
that time gave to the President extended 
authority: a Napoleon was elected to the 
office and he made use of his power to en 
gineer a coup d'etat that made him a mon- 
arch. When the third republic was organ- 
ized great care was taken that the author- 
ity of the President should be Iimited. 

But President Deschanel will have much 
influence in directing the destinies of the 
French government. Custom has given to 
the President certain authority that was 
not contemplated, perhaps, by the consti- 
tution. President Poincare was much more 
than an ornamental Chief Executive: and 
President Deschanel is following in his 
footsteps. . 

Recent French elections brought to the 
Chamber of Deputies a higher class of rep- 
resentatives than perhaps were before 
elected under the French republic. The 
Radical Socialists lost three-fourths of their 
seats, and President Deschanel will find his 
policies supported by a conservative ma- 
jority tn both houses. Not a single So- 
Clalist was elected from either Alsace or 
Lorraine. The representatives of the two 
restored provinces declared when they took 
their seats that they knew no party but 
France redeemed. Their disinterestedness 
üs given them a vast influence in the gov. 
ernment. 

Government finances have been made of 
first importance by the new French gor 
ernment. The legislators have gone to 


» work with ,the intent of restoring to the 


franc its former exchange value. The press 
dispatches have disclosed that the govern- 
ment is willing to go to the extent of sell- 
ing some of the island possessions of 
France in order to wipe out the debts 
owed to Great Britain and to this country. 
Development of the coal and iron mines is 
also being pushed. France hopes to export 
several million tons of iron ore this year. 
Viewed from this distance, there is every 
indication that France will be able to carry 
her burden of war taxation without falter- 
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ing, and that the country is passing over 


the threshold of a national development 
unprecedented in the history of the nation. 
Far from being decadent, France is now 
perhaps the most progressive of all the na 
tions of Europe. She is pressing closely 
on the heels of the United States. * 


ATTLES AFTER WARS. 

Always after wars there are battles 
of words. Since the fighting ended in Eu- 
rope engagements have been refought be 
fore various committees at Washington, 
London and other capitals where inquiries 
have been made into the conduct of vari- 
ous Officers. After the Civil War centro 
versies raged, the echoes of which are still 
heard. The Spanish-American War pro- 
duced its crop of quarrels, the Sampson 
Schley dispute being the most notable. The 
World War has been prolific of wordy fights 
as regards methods used on both land and 
sea. The Sims- Daniels quarre? is still de-

Pershing, too, has been roundly criticised, 
but manages to bear up. His smile, as dis- 
closed during his recent visit to Los Ange- 
les, is just as captivating as it was when 
he was on the Mexican border.

ure. Various aspects.of the war will remain 
fruitful subject for disputation for years to 
come. 
MR. HOOVER, AMERICAN. 

Pre-eminently among American states 
men, Mr. Hoover has shown that he can co- 
operate with Europeans and retain his in- 
dependence. Throtgh all the weiter of in- 
trigue that was Paris he remained Clearly 
defined and himself. 
Senator Reed had tried to pick one argu- 
ment against Mr. Hoover that was more 
absurd than any other, they could not have 
done better than raise à racket about his 
not being “American.” That is just exactly 
what he was throughout the war, the least 
suaceptible to the seductions of European 
intrigue, the most independently minded 
man we sent abroad. He could help Eu- 
rope and work with Europesns without 
losing his balance, because he understood 
Europe as no other American did. He was 
generous without being gullible, independ- 
ent without unfriendliness. His candidacy 
gives a substance to the idea ef co-opera- 
tion within a league that none other now 
in eight can give. With him in the White 
House the American people can afford to 
go forward with the responsibilities 
sumed by the war. They can rejoi¢e in the 
thought that a way is offered by which 
America can begin to redeem those prom-

' While some other world is sup- 
posed to be trying to send us wire-. 
less messages, our professors and 
scientists plan communication from 
our end: One astronomer is going 
up in a balloon to observe the plan- 
ets more closely, and study ways of 
letting other worlds know that the 
earth is inhabited. 

Another professor has invented a 
multiple-charge rocket which will ex- 
plode at various points in its flight, 
thus providing additional motive 
power at each explosion. With this 
rocket he believes that he can test 
the character of the air two hundred 
miles above the earth; while a simi- 
lar rocket built on a giant scale, to 
weigh say 1200 pounds, would if 
properly directed, reach the moon. 

Some wireless experts believe that 
we shall soon be able to exchange 
wireless messages with such of the 
planets as may be populated. Five | 
minutes war once set by an electri- 
cal authority as a reasonable length 
of time for a radio impulse to flash | 
between the earth and Mars. Com- 
pare this five minutes with the 
amount of time it would take an air- 


ing planets, A plane traveling sfead- 
ily at 200 miles an hour could go al- 
most 5000 miles in twenty-four hours, 
and could cover a million miles in 
200 days. Venus is at its nearest 
approach 25,000,000. miles from us 
and Mars is 35,000,000. This gives 
some idea of the distance of space, 
and also of the speed of a wireless 
that, it is estimated, could cross the 
void in five minutes. 

Whether some other world has 
mastered radio to a greater extent 
than the geniuses of the earth is the 
merest guesswork. But this is not 
the first time that mysterious signals 
have been received by wireless oper- 
ators. Signor Marconi reported un- 
accountable disturbances a year ago, 
and some years before that another 
electrical expert had a similar expe- 
rience. 


That these wireless disturbances N 


might possibly come from the planet 
Venus is the opinion expressed by 
Dr. Charles G. Abbott ot the Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

“We have not yet proved the ex- 
fistence of lite on Venus,” says Dr. 
Abbott, “but conditions there are 
more favorable for life than on any 
of the other worlds except our own.” 

“Mars.” he maintains, is abso- 
lutely incapable of supporting life, 
and therefore could not be the out- 
side party trying to signal the earth.” 

Students of radio have attempted 
to explain the queer sounds coming 
from some great distance as mes 
sages from another planet. As Mars 
has repeatedly been peopled by sci- 
entists and fiction writers, it is usu- 
ally selected as the planet most like- 
ly to be paging the earth. This idea 
is all wrong, according to Dr. Abbott. 

“Mars.” he states, “is as dry as any 
desert in the world. In fact, the 
Sahara would be quite damp in com- 
partson with the fields of Mars. As 
water is essential to human exist- 


ence, this preciudes the possibility 
of life there.”

That there are no seas or rivets | 
on the dying planet was long ago 
decided by astronomers. . 

The idea of life on the planet was 
advocate! through the discovery of 
the so-called canal of Mars, in 1877.

rigation system by which an ingen- 
fous race of Martians supplied their 
fields with moisture in a last stand 
for existence, 

The source of the water supply, 
according to this theory, Is the snow 
and ice fields at the poles. White 
circles are plainly visible at the 
poles of Mars at times. but astron- 
omers differ as to their character. 
Some say that they are deposits of 
frozen carbonic acid gas, which idea 
spoils entirely the theory of a polar 
water supply. Others think that the 
white patches may be ice, but even 
so. there may be only a thin skim 
une frost, for it is belfeved that a 
laver a quarter of an inch thick 
would make the surface appear per- 


fectly white.

Declares His Country Needs 
Sympathy and Interest. 


Explains Stand Upon Demand 
for Former Kaiser. 


Holland needs the world’s sym- 
pathy, interest and co-opération no 
less than do some of the other Euro- 
pean countries whose bureaus of 
national plblicity have kept them 
constantly in the public view during 
the war, while the Dutch nation 
quietly and bravely plugged along. 

This is the word brought to Ls 
Angeles yesterday by Dr. W. X. 
Westerman, political ¢économist, 
banker and representative of the 
Society for Making Holland Better 


Known Abroad, who is here on his 
way to the Orient and the Dutch 
Kast Indies, in the interest of Hol- 
land and the orgamization he rep- 
resents. 

Thinking men and women in Hol- 
land have realized that their nation 
has kept its light under a bushel too 
long, and that country needs ad- 
vertising abroad, to tell other na- 
tions of Holland's prob-

EXEMPTIONS FOR THEM. 


Carter Explains Status of Service 
Men Under Income Tax Law. 


Internal Revenue Collector Carter 
has received a number of inquiries 
from men in active army or navy 
services regarding the exemptions to 
which they are entitled in the filing 
of income tax returns. Soldiers and 
sallors, as such, are not exempt from 
the tax, but the law exempts that 
portion of their income feceived as 
compensation from the United States 
up to $3500 in any taxable year. This 
exemption is in addition to the al- 
lowance of $1000 and $2009, accord- 
ing to their marital status. 

Persons who left the military or 
naval service during 1919. and whose. 
income, other than the amount paid 
to them by the government equaled 
or exceeded $1000 or $2000, must 
file a return by March 15. The tax 
is on incomes in excess of these 
amounts. Forms for reporting such 
income may be secured of Collector

RFOUEST PUBLICS HELP TO 
MEFT SHORTAGE CAUSED 
BY LACK OF WATER. |

BAKERSFIELD, Feb. 19.—Urging 
“limination of all unnecessary use 
of electricity because of the hydro 
power shortage, the San Joaquin 
Valley Municipal League of Mayors, 
at its monthly, meeting in Taft, near 
here, today went on record as ap- 
pealing to the cities, oll districts and 
all manufacturing concerns and 
homes to aid the farmers in secur- 
ing a sufficient supply of power to 
operate their irrigation plants. This 
can be done, it was pointed out, by 
cutting dewn the street lights, burn- 
ing fewer window display lights and 
electrical si Hand by burning no 
lights in the home or stores ex- 
cept such as are alsolutely needed. 

A resolution was adopted favor- 
ing the employment of vagrants, or 
“floaters,” in a city chain gang or 
on repair of streets. The meeting 
opposed passing the vagrants from 
one city to another. 

The meeting favored licensing of 
all business. including the profes- 
tions, in order to raise sufficient 
money to meet the mounting costs 
of municipal government. The 
question of wages and high cost of 
living was discussed fully, and al! 
officials conceded that raising of 
wages, with consequent increasing 
of cost of materials, is not solving 
the cost of living for the taxpayers.

If Thorkildsen had been under a 
steady and exacting employment. 
with a moderate salary, I have lit 
tle doubt that he and his wife would 
now be living together in content- 
ment, a credit to themselves and 
fo society. I have had these peo- 
ple under my observation for four 
weeks. I do not hesitate to say, 
and I should perhaps say it. “after 
the severe langaage I have used 
toward them, that I detect some- 
thing fine in both of them. Mr. 
Thorkildsen must be a man of abil- 
itv and T am sure that, upon prop- 
er occasion and when he gives him- 
self a chance, he is one of those 


warm-hearted individuals who 
would he a friend to tle to. Mrs. 
Thorkildsen is a woman of rare 


sweetness of appearance and man- 
ner and a woman of fine mentality. 
She has been one of the clearest, 
one of the most discerning and in- 
telligent witnesses I have ever seen 
on the stand. Isn't it a shame, isn’t 
it a tragedy, that two such people. 
with such a potentiality for good 
and for service to others, should 
have been brought to this place in 
the mess we have had here, a spec- 
tacle for the world? And 1 don't 
hesitate to say that the men is but 
another of the products of that 
great manufacturer of evil, alcohol, 
and that. in turn, has come from 
the possession of wealth and the 
improper use of it. 

But. under the law, Thorkildsen 
has the riecht to his money and 
the right, under certain limitationa, 
to use it in his own wav. What Is 
more to the point. Mrs. Thorkildsen 
le entitled to an allowance from 
him, as a result of the findings I 
have above made. His conduct has 
displaced her from surroundings 
whidh are incident to wealth and 
she is, under the law. in some meas- 
ure, to be restored to such a posi- 


tion. 
MONEY DISPOSITION. 


The first thing to be considered 
is the community property of the 
pair, in which she has a one-half 
Interest as a matter of right and, 
strictly speaking, independent of 
the question of allowance from him.
